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REMARKS 

The restriction of the apparatus claims into the four groups of I A - IV A is 
traversed. Respectfully, the Examiner is asked to consider the intent of 35 USC §121 
that states if two or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed in one 
application, the Director may require the application to be restricted to one of the 
inventions. It is the view of the Applicants and the undersigned that "independent and 
distinct" present a clear direction regarding restriction. Further, it is believed that the 
intent of lawmakers was not to place an Applicant in a position of having to pay multiple 
fees unnecessarily. A two way restriction between apparatus and method claims 
present in a case and a four way restriction of the apparatus claims appears to be 
unnecessary in light of the search and examination effort required for the Examiner. Yet 
further, it would appear that five applications would need to be filed for this case. The 
Examiner is asked to reconsider the "further restriction" of Group I into Groups IA, MA, 
IMA, and IVA. 

The Applicant and the undersigned would like to again thank the Examiner for his 
efforts in the examination of this application and for reconsideration of the restriction. If 
the further prosecution of the application can be facilitated through telephone interview 
between the Examiner and the undersigned, the Examiner is requested to telephone the 
undersigned at the Examiner's convenience.
